SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 25.—The 3

He thought that an error in an indictment 
should be corrected by permission of the 
court, unless the charge would alter the 


He favored a change in the law pro- 
viding that juries may agree upon a ver- 
dict by a two-thirds or three-fourths vote.
